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SUBSTITUTE FOR THE REVENUE 
LAW.

HE Carson Appeal is mistaken in its inference 
that The Journal was opposed to the ne\v 


revenue law.'or that it has ever done or said any- 
thing designed to obstruct the execution of any of 
its provisions. 
It believed that its intention was 


good and if its provisions could be carried out, that 
it would be a decided improvement upon the old law. 
But it has always doubted the practicability of the 
statute, and its doubt was confirmed when it was 
made apparent that the State Board of Assessors 
were not able -to correctly interpret the law,so as to 
legally comply with its provisions. The law in some 
respects was similar to the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion statute, which was in force during a part of 
Governor 
Colcord's administration, and 
which 


proved a most dismal failure. 


There are reasons why some classes of property 


cannot with justice be uniformly valued, and such, 
in our opinion, should be left to the assessors and 
equalization boards of the different counties. The 
value of livestock, for instance, is governed to a 
great extent by locality. Cattle, horses and sheep 
are less valuable in sections remote fiom railroad 
connections than is the same quality contiguous to 
railroad lines by which the beef, mutton and wool 
are conveyed to market. 


Railroad property, however, is of a class that 


should be uniformly assessed throughout the State. 
for its value is the same in all of the counties. 
The 


only way to accomplish this is by its valuation being 
declared by a State board created for that specific 
purpose. If the editor of the Appeal will search 
the archives of the Secretary of State's office he will 
find a .Senate bill of 1883 creating a State Board of 
Equalization, composed of the Governor, Controller 
and State Treasurer. It was especially designed to 
uniform the valuation of railroad property through- 
out the State. .To avoid the constitutional prohibi- 
tion of special legislation, it was made applicable 
only to such properties as were' continuously lo- 
cated in two or more counties, which would prac- 
tically restrict the power of the boards to railroads 
and telegraph lines. It was introduced by the 
writer of this, who submitted it to half a doien of 
the most prominent lawyers in the State, everyone 
of whom declared that it contained no constitu- 
tional defect and that it would hold water in the 
State and federal courts. That it possessed some 
merit was indicated by the fact that it passed the 
Senate unanimously, and was only defeated in the 
Assembly by a mistake, or something worse, of the 
clerk, who marked McBirney of Elko county as 
voting in the negative, when in fact he voted in the 
affirmative, and did not discern the error until too 
late to have it rectified. The railroad companies 
fought the bill desperately in the Assembly, ex- 
pending a large amount of money to insure its de- 
feat. This fact alone is pretty conclusive evidence 
of the merit of the bill. 
, 
If our next legislature would pass that or a sim- 


ilar bill, the principal object of the new revenue 
law would be attained, with no danger of its being 
declared unconstitutional by the courts. 


It seems to us a matter of little or no importance 


whether the act of 1901 was intended as a substi- 
tute or supplemental to the old law, as claimed by 
the Appeal. 
In either event, it is as dead as a 


mummy, and it would be folly to make any calcula- 
tions upon its future enforcement.

ROCLAMATIONS are not always decisive nor 
precursors of the materialization of the results 


intended by their issuance. 
Jeff Davis proclaimed 


the independence of the Confederate States and it 
required some four years of active exertion accom- 
panied by some little bloodshed, to nullify the proc- 
lamation of the President of the Southern Confeder- 
acy. 
But it was nullified and the pretentious in- 


strument now rests peacefully and 
harmlessly 


among the archives of the defunct Confederacy 


Lord Kitchener's proclamation that the war in 


South Africa was over appears to have a similar ef- 
fect upon the Boers that President Davis' had upon 
the people of the United States. 
The proclamation 


that the war was over was perhaps made in good 
fai^h but the fighting still continues and Steyn, De- 
wet and Botha have each written his lordship 
let- 


ters, disagreeing with his position and declaring 
their intention to continue fighting indefinitely. 
They emphasize their intention by the announce- 
ment that they have recently captured three officers 
and sixty-five men, and wounded a goodly number 
Of others. 


All of the late engagements, although small ones 


bare been comparatively disastrous to the British 
forces, and are sufficiently significant to prove the 
intention of the Boers to hold out to the last and 
never to submit so long as they can annoy their en- 
*my, or until such terms are offered as differ mater- 
laity with the declared intention of Great Britain at 
the Commencement of the war. 
The war was in- 


'angurated in Deposition to the judgment of a large 
Majority of the people of England, even with the 
pttNQUe of it* short duration, and its prolongation 
accompanied by the same expense that attends) it 
«.»tbe aay» of more active and extensive hostilities 


has increased the feeling of discontent, until the 
sentiment is almost universal that the war was a 
mistake at the outset and that more conciliatory 
terms should be offered for its termination. 


The Boers are evidently aware of this and reas- 


onably believe that every day's'resistance brings 
them nearer to desirable terms, and that the small 
loss of life, and the expenditure of money will be 
amply remunerated by an forced conciliation on 
the part of the British government.
